Washington, Aprll T.~President Wi
son signed o prociopmation formmlly des |
claring n state of wnr betweenn the
United Stntes and Germuany, In the
procinmation he cuiled upon Americat
citizens to give support to all weas
ures of the governiment,

The Prociamation.

The war procinmation follows:

“Whereas, The congress of thie Unlted
Btates In the exercise of the constitu-
tionnl nuthority vested In them huve
resolved by Jolnt resolution of the sen-
ate nnd house of representatives beur-
Ing dute this day “that a state of war
between the United States and the lm-

perinl Gerinnn goveroiseot which hus
been thrust upou the United Stutles Is
hereby formally declired

Whereas, It 18 provided by section
4,067 of the revised stututes as fol
lows:

Under War Conditions,

“Whenever there Is declared a war
between the United Stutes and any
forelgn natlon or government, or any
Invasion of predatory lncursion Is per-
petrated, attempted or  threatened
against the territory of the United
States by any forelgn natlon or gov-
ernment and the president mukes pub-
lie proclamution of the event, nll na-
tves, citizens, denlzons or subjeets of
hostlle natlon or government being
males of the age of fourteen yeurs and
upward who shall be within the Unit-
ed States and not actually naturaiized,
ahall be linble to be apprehended, re-
stralned, secured and removed as alien
enenries,

To Watch Conduct of Allens.

“The president I8 authorized in any
such event by his proclumation there
of, or other public aects, to direct the
conduct to be observed on the purt of
the United States toward the aliens
who become so liable; the manner
and degree of the restraint to which
they shall be subject and in what cases
and upon what security thelr residence
shall be permitted, and to provide for
the removal of those who, not belng
permitted to reside within the Unlted
Btates, refuse or neglect to depart
therefrom; and to estublish any such
regulntions which are found necessary
in the premisos and for the public
safety ;

“Wherens, By sectlons 4,008, 4,060
and 4,070 of the revised statutes, fur-
ther provision Is mude relative to ullen
enemles;

Proclaims State of War,

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Willson,
president of the United States of
Americn, do hereby procintm, to all
whom It may concern, that & state of
war exists between the Unlted States
and the imperinl German government,

“1 do specinlly divect all oflicers,
elvil or military, of the United Stutes,
that they exercise vigllunce and zeal
In the dischurge of the duties lncldent
to such a stite of war; and I do, more-
over, earnestly nppeal to ull Americun
citizens that they, In loynl devolion
to thelr country, dedieatetl from Its
foundation to the prinelples of liberty
and justice, uphold the lnws of the
the lnnd and give undivided and willing
support to those messures which may
be adopted by the constitutionnl wu-
thorities In prosecuting the war to a
successiul (ssue and In obialolng o se
cure and just pence; and neting under
and by virtue of the nuthority vested
In me by the Constitution of the
United States nnd the sald sectlons of
the revised statutes, 1 do hereby fur
ther procialm and direct that the con-
duet to be observed on the part of the
United States townrds all nutives, cit-
reny, denlzens or subjects of Germanv,
belng mule of the nge of fourteen years
and upwurds, who shall be within the
United States and not actunlly natural-
Ized, who for the purpose of this proge-
lnmntion and under such sections of
the revised statutes are termed wlien
enemles, shall be ns follows:

As to Allen Enemies,

YAl allen enemibos ure enjoined to
preserve the peace lowards the Unlted
Btates and to refruln from  erime
agninst the public safety and from vio-
lating the laws of the Unlted Sitntes
and of the stutes und territories there-
of, und to refrain from wetunl hosiill-
tes or giving Inforwation, aid or com-
fort to the enemles of the United
Btutes and to comply strictly with the
regulntions which wure hereby or muy
be from time to Ume promulgated by
the president, nnd so long as they shall
eonduct themselves Ip necordnnce with
the law, they shnll be undisturbed In
the peaceful pursult of their lives and
ocoupations und be pecorded the cons
slderation due (o all peaceful nnd law-
ablding persons, except so far as re-
strictions muy be necessary for their
own protection and for the sufety of
the United States; and townrds such
allen enewies nn conduct themnsel ves
in accordunce with law, all eltizens of
the United States are enjolned to pre-
serve the peace and to treat them with
all such friendliness as may be com-
patible with loyalty and allegiunce to

Making of Threats Barred.
“H. An ulien enemy shall not write,
print or publish any stiack or threat
ugainst the government or congress of
the United States or - elther branch
thersof, or agalust the persons or
property of any person {n the millitary,
naval or eivil service of the United
States or of the states or territories
or of the District of Columbla or of
the municipanl governments therein,
“8, An nlien enemy shall pot commit
or nbet any hostlle sets agoninst the
United States or give Information, nid
or comfort to [ts enemles,
“T7. An nllen enemy shall not reside
In, or continue to reside In, to remain
in or enter any lecnlity which the

“8. An allen enemy whom the presi-
dent shall have reasonable ecnuse to
believe to be alding, or about to aid,
the enemy, or to be at large to the
danger of the public pence or safety
of the United States, or to be shout to
violute nny of these regulations, shall
remove to any locatlon deslgnnted by
the president by executive order, nnd
shinll pot remove therefrom without
permit, or shall depart from the Unit-
ell Ntates s so required by the presl-
dent.

Must Get Permission to Leave.

“The Issue 1s not peace or war,” Sen-
ator Swanson continued. “War has al-
ready been declared upon ns. The I
sue ls whether we shall accept war or
abject nnd cownrdly submisston.”

Reciting the sinking of Anmrican
ships, German plots, and outrages o
this country, Senator Swanson sald the
Zimmermann plot to Inclte Mexico
against this country “reaches the low-
est depths of national turpitude.”

Many other senators took part in the
debate, Gronnn, Stone, Vardaman,
Norris nud LaFollette, all opposing the
resolution,

Senator Smoot made the last speech
—#  short prayer that God would
“hasten the day when liberty will be
enjoyed by all the peoples of the
earth,”

The roll eall was taken while the
senntors and spectators sat solemn, A
few cheers greeted the result and then
all filed quietly out of the chamber,

House Vote, 373 to 50.

The house, after a debate lasting
about seventeen hours, adopted the
Joint resolution by a vote of 3738 to 50,
Nearly a hundred representatives made
speeches.

In offering the senate resolution as
n substitute for its own, the house for-
elgn affairs committee submitted a
long report reviewing the history of
submarine warfare and Ameriea’s fu-
tile protests against It, German In-
trigues and bomb plots in this country,
the effort to ally Jupan and Mexlco
agalnst the United States and the mis-
treatment of American officlals and
citizens In Germany,

“It 1s with the deepest sense of re-
sponsiblility for the momentous results
which will follow the passage of this
resolution,” sald the report, “that your
committee reports It to the house, with
the recommendation that It be passed.

“The conduct of the Imperinl Ger-
man government toward this govern-
ment, Its citizens and its interests, has
"been s0 discourteous, unjust, cruel,
barbarous, and so lacking In honesty
and practice that It has constituted a
violption of the course of conduct
whieh should obtain between friendly
nations,

“In addition to this the German gov-
ernment Is aclually making war upon
the people and commerce of this coun-
try. and leaves no course open to this
government but to accept its gage of
hattle and declare that a state of war
exists.”

Flood Opens the Debate.

Under the unanimous consent rule
by which the resolution was considered
Representutive Flood could move the
previous question at any time after one
hour and, if sustalned, bring the meas-
ure to a vote, He was disposed. how-
ever, to give members every opportu-
nlty to speak thronghout the day. The
debate began without any Hmitation,

“War |s belng mades upon our eoun-
try und Iits people,” Representutive
Flood sald in opening. “Our ships nre
being sunk. Our ooncombatant cltl-
zens, locluding men, women and chil-
dren, nre belng murdered, our mer-
ohipntmen are denied the freedom of
the Seas,

“The time for argument hns passed ;
the time for heroie netlon s here, and
our people will rally to the support of
thelr government in this high and pa-
triotie hour and meet war's sacrifices
and war's perlls as a brave and patel-
otie people should,

“Wae should tanke our stand by the
gide of the allled notlons who have
been fighting humanity's battles for
two and one-half years, determined
that our power shall be so employed
that complete vietory shall erown thelr
efforts and that Prussisn miltarism
shull be erushed and the world shall be
delivered from the threat and danger
of the Hohenzollern dynasty.”

THKE OVER VESSELS

'United Slates Authorities Seize
' German Ships.

DEPUTY MARSHALS IN CHARGE

Action Follows Almost Immediately
After Passage by Congress of Res-
olution Declaring That a
State of War Exists.

New York, April 6.—Seizure of Ger-
wan merchunt vessels that took refuge
in Atlantle ports ot the beginning of
the wur began ulmost bumedintely af-
ler vongress pussed the resolution dee
claring a1 stute of war between
United States and Germany.

The collector of the port at Boston
Fwns the Arst 1o aet. The federal ofs
ficials at New London, Conn.,, Daltis
more, New York and Phlladelplian, fols
lowed quickly, In a few hours United
States deputy marshals were In charge
of German vessels at these ports, ring-
ing in size from the majestic Vaters
lnnd of 64,282 grows tons, to small sall-
Ing vessels,

The port officers neted on orders (&
sued by the secretary of the trensury,
It was understood that the move did
not Involve confiscntion gond that the
vessels are held as a measure of
sufely. There wus no announcement
as to whether the government should
take over the ships for Its use and pay
for them after the war,

German vessels now In American
ports number 91 with a gross tonnage
of about 600,000,

Since the *n'f_-:ddum delivered his war
message to congress these ships had
been under u heavy guard stationed
by the collector of the port.

Thelr oflicers have sald that, lying
ut thelr docks since the beginning of

the

fouled and their slips so choked with
mud that it would have been virtually
lmpossible for them to get away unless
they were extricated by dredges.

At various times there had been re-
ports that the muchinery and bollers
had been wrecked by thelr German
¢rews, but of this there was no ofticial
confirmation,

Chancellor McGovern, after board-
Ing the North German Lloyd steamer
Whilehad ut New London, sald that its
engines were apparently In good condi-
tion.

The ships taken over, ports in which
they were selzed, and thelr tonnage
and value, are as follows:
